The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 30-32, 34-37, 39, 41-47, 56, 57, 62-64, 67, 68, and 92 define over the art 
in that none of the art has the controller that initiates at least one of the measurement 
round sin response to an indication that a stimulus was applied to the artery. In 
performing an update search, the examiner found newly issued patent 7291 1 12 to 
Martin et al. This reference measures pressure before and after an event on the artery 
and compares the values. In addition, martin mentions that cross sectional area might 
be used as a hemodynamic parameter. However, neither measurement is made in 
response to an indication that a stimulus was applied to the artery. 

Claims 58-61 define over the art in that none of the art has two measurement 
cuffs in combination with the other features of the claims. Bratteli 6733461 has two 
cuffs, applies pressure to the artery between systolic and diastolic and determines a 
value of arterial cross sectional area. However, it does not compare the values over 
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multiple measurement cycles. In addition, none of the art provides motivation for the 
comparison. 

Claims 65 and 69-91 , and 93 are allowable. Claims 65, 68-91 and 93 define over 
the art in that none of the art determines an endothelial score from an impedance 
measurement, as claimed.
